The defending world’s heavy- 
weight champior kept crowding 
Schmeling and maneuvered the 
Black Uhlan against the ropes. He 
threw rights and lefts that found 
their mark on Schmeling’s head 
and body.

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THE GERMAN METHOD 

Recent experiences of the United States in 
her contacts with Germany emphasize the pe- 
cullar divergence from the generally accepted 
code of ethical behavior that seems to permeate 
every official activity of the Centra] European 
power. 

There are some fundamental obligations 
which, between individuals or nations, are ob- 
served in most parts of the civilized world. The 
obligation to reply to a letter or communication 
which, either directly or by inference, calls for 
reply. The obligation to keep a pledge once 
given; to consider a word of honor inviolable. 
The sanctity of solemn treaties. That quality 
called noblesse oblige, which requires a gentle- 
man to extend kindness and consideration to 
all those less fortunate in life than himself. 
And the abstention from underhanded methods 
or dishonest tricks in contacts with equals. 

That the German idea involves an utter dis- 
regard for most of these decent restraints is 
indicated by the record. 

The United States has delivered to the Ger- 
man government, within the past two months, 
four diplomatic communications, all of which 
called for prompt reply. To date none of them 
have been acknowledged or answered. 

Between individuals such an affront would 
require careful and apologetic explanation, if 
it was not to be interpreted as studied insult. 
Possibly, in diplomatic language, there may be 
a milder and less severe word of condemnation. 

Eighteen persons have been indicted as spies 
in New York. They are explicitly charged with 
conspiring to procure and transmit to Germany 
secret information on the armed defenses of 
the United States. Lamar Hardy, federal] dis- 
trict attorney, makes the unequivocal state- 
ment that the directors of this alleged spy 
ring reside in Germany and are connected with 
the German government. 

Instead of defending the weak from oppres- 
sion, as all decent men should, the German 
government conducts a brutal and immoral 
campaign of extermination against Jewish resi- 
dents of the Reich. That government delib- 
erately practices indignities and injustices de- 
Signed for no other purpose than to drive out 
its Jewish population and to confiscate—steal 
is really the correct word—the property of Jews. 

Germany seizes, through a deliberate cam- 
paign of chicanery, an inoffensive neighbor 
country, Austria, and launches a similar plot 
with Czechoslovakia as the intended victim. 

These are matters of recent history. But the 
same trend to abandonment of the basic code 
of decent action was seen in 1914, when the 
Germans deliberately violated a solemn treaty, 
tramped in blood and mud across Belgium and 
scornfully referred to their own national pledge 
of honor as “nothing but a scrap of paper.” 

The entire system seems to be a part of the 
German governmental character, whether that 
government be personified in a Kaiser or a 
Reichsfuehrer. 

Someday the world will again live under a 
code of morality and according to rules of 
honor. It seems, however, more and more cer- 
tain that, before that day can come the German 
concept of obligation will have to be drastically 
changed or.Germany will have to be relegated 
to a place of complete impotence in the inter- 
national scheme of things. 


JAPANESE SILK SUBSTITUTES 
Nobody can rightfully accuse the Japanese 
of not being awake to their limited number of 
business opportunities. Well on the way to a 
world monopoly in silk through the penetration 


of China, they are now developing silk sub- 


stitutes as a companion commodity to take care 
of the world markets. In Manchukuo, long 
noted for its production of soya beans, con- 
servative Swedish financiers have been induced 
to invest in the development of rayon pulp 


made from soya bean stalks and hulls. The 


product is to go into the manufacturing of the 
more modestly priced wearing apparel, where 
silk is not adaptable because of a higher price. 
Soya bean stalks and hulls yield a rayon 
in the nature of cotton and wool 
obtained by the commonly known 
process. Yarns manufactured from 
stronger, more elastic and less

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trade, due to a bountiful supply of cheap labor. 
Give them unlimited supplies of cheap raw 
materials and, generally, the business is theirs. 
For this reason, according to reports, the man- 
ufacturing cost of soya bean rayon will be far 
below the production cost of wood-pulp rayon 
in western countries. It is in this way that 
Japan, as a world industrial power, expects to 
march on. 


THAT TVA YARDSTICK 

The Tennessee Valley Authority doesn't 
know, and probably will never know, the actual 
cost of producing the power they are offering 
for sale at reduced rates in competition with 
public utilities. Even if such a thing was de- 
sirable within the inner counsels of the au- 
thority, a scale of self-sustaining rates could 
not equitably be set up until the capital outlay 
on the dams had been correctly allocated. That 
is to say, what portion of the construction cost 
should be charged to flood control, national 
defense, navigation, fertilizer production and 
electric power. In an attempt last week to 
make the allocations, the board set 52 per cent 
of the cost of Wilson, Wheeler and Norris dams 
against power. 

As was to be expected, however, a wide dif- 
ference of opinion as to the accuracy of the 
figure has developed. Senator Norris, of Ne- 
braska, probably the leading American ex- 
ponent of the idea of “cheap government elec- 
tricity” on the grand scale, of course, called the 
allocation “unfair to power.” On the other 
hand, Senator King, of Utah, with a leaning 
toward private production, branded the alloca- 
tion as a deliberate intention to make a “yard- 
stick hostile to private utilities.” These opin- 
ions are fairly representative of the cleavage 
in political thought—the kind of thinking, how- 
ever, which is to direct and control all TVA 
operations. 

But the people, the taxpayers, who will pay 
for the dams and make up the annual deficits 
will, at least, be accorded the privilege of sit- 
ting on the side-lines while the politicians set- 
tie the arguments. But regardless of the out- 
come, regardless of how the allocations are de- 
termined and re-determined from year to year, 
there will be deficits. If an allocation of cap- 
ital outlay is favorable to power in an effort to 
justify lower rates, the deficit will necessarily 
have to be charged against fertilizer, or flood 
control, or national defense. But there will al- 
ways be deficits, for the reason that the capital 
outlay far exceeds any reasonable expectation 
of returns on the investment. 

Private producers of electricity, in fixing 
rates, must do so in anticipation of remaining 
solvent. Annual deficits would soon break 
them. The actual cost of production must 
necessarily be taken into consideration. Not the 
least of these costs is taxation. Even the land 
at the bottom of their storage lakes is not so 
deeply immersed as to escape notice of the tax 
assessors. The TVA, of course, pays no taxes. 
It is a federal corporation. A sizeable credit is 
thus acquired on its books. But, in bookkeeping, 
where there is a credit there must also be a 
debit. The debit, in this case, is to be found 
in the tax records of local communities and 
counties. 

A great deal will be said in the national 
political forum within the next few months 
about progress, about going forward, about 
keeping abreast of the times, much of which 
will be in justification of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. But can it be maintained indefi- 
nitely that TVA is really modern? Competent 
engineering authorities say it is already obso- 
lete; that electric power, because of modern 
improvements in extracting energy from coal, 
can be produced cheaper by steam. Further- 
more, steam plants employ labor. They burn 
coal. Coal must be mined. Mining creates 
jobs. Jobs are badly needed. 

It is suspected that TVA is selling power 
without any definite idea as to its cost; that in 
making the allocation of 52 per cent of the cost 
to power it sought to fit the cost of production 
to the rates rather than the rates to the cost 
of production. In private industry such a pro- 
cedure would lead to bankruptcy. By the same 
method of appraisal as is usually accorded pri- 
vate utilities TVA is in a continuous state of 
bankruptcy, as well as in a flourishing state of 
obsolescence. Yet the American people are be- 
ing asked to pour additional hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars into six similar “provinces” in 
a scheme to embrace the nation into one regi- 
mented whole.

The favorite propaganda of the Nazis in the 
United States is that they represent respect and 
protection for private property as against the 
Communists’ confessed will to destroy it.

The Jewish community in Munich, the once 
pleasant old capital of Bavaria, has—or rather 
had—a synagogue, the chief one in the city, which

More than that, the Nazis them- 
selves had valued it at 700,000 marks gold for 
purposes of taxation. But the interior ministry 
had announced that it wanted to tear it down, 
ostensibly to provide a new parking lot but ac- 
taully, of course, by way of persecuting the Jews 
of Munich even more than they have already 
been ted by denying them a place to wor- 
ship according to the faith of their fathers.

Gunnar Myrdal is regarded in 
Sweden as the most brilliant young 
man in the Swedish parliament. 
He heads its most important com- 
mittees. He has helped give to 
Sweden a ‘New Deal’ which ex- 
periments even more daringly than 
our own. It was he who said, of 
those who wrote that Sweden had 
solved her problems by the pro- 
cess of following ‘the middle 
way’: 

“It is pleasant to read and hear. 
But it is not true.” 


His wife probably is the most 
sound sociologist in north Europe. 
Together they have written a book 
on the declining birth rate and its 
application to improved housing. 
It has causéd profound concern 
and study in Sweden. 


I sat with him one afternoon in 
the living room of his modernistic, 
comfortable, roomy house some 17 
miles out from Stockholm. Now 
and then small children raced 
through the room. The birth rate 
at the Myrdal home has not de- 
clined. They were fine, healthy 
looking children. 


Myrdal was the first one to see 
that while Sweden led the world 
in housing efficiency, that also 
Sweden’s birth rate was showing 
an alarming decrease. He found 
that when Greta and Olaf got 
married and moved into one of 
the neat, inexpensive, modern and 
efficient apartments, they liked it 
so well they decided to forego the 
having of children, who would re- 
quire more room. Olaf and Greta 
wanted children but couldn’t ar- 
range the budget so the children 
and they could be well-housed, 
well-fed and clothed. 


All of which caused Myrdal to 
start thinking and immediately to 
arrive at the premise: 


“There never has been too much 
food in the world.” 


Starting from there he began ar- 
ranging ideas which differ from 
our own. But which were just as 


startling. 
Grow More Myrdal had 
made a sur- 


Food, Not Less vey which 


demonstrated beyond any reason- 
able doubt that a great many 
Swedish children did not receive 
enough milk, fruits and other foods 
necessary to the health of children. 
He was interested, for instance, to 
observe that families of one in- 
come group who had five children, 
consumed no more butter than did 
a family of the same income group 
which had only one child. Or none. 


Myrdal found also that parents 
wanted children. They wanted 


them if they could house them and 
the clothes of a man who silently | 


feed them. 


Out of all this came Myrdal’s 
plan. 

The farmers of Sweden would 
not be restricted, There would be 
no ploughing under of crops. He 
would have them grow more—not 
less. They would “dump” their sur- 
plus crops not on the declining 
world market but instead on the 
home market. The people who had 
a certain income and a number 
of children would be enabled to 
buy this surplus crop at a price 
lower than the market price. The 
government subsidy would bridge 
the price gap. 

In other countries—as in our 
own—the farmers were being paid 


tinot to grow foods and clothing. 


Myrdal would have them grow 
more—would feed the people who 
needed it—would pay the farmer 
the difference between the low 
prices allowed those with low in- 
comes and children and the mar-' 
ket price. This would be a sub-| 
sidy but instead of being a sub-| 
sidy for less food it would be a 
subsidy for more food which would 
be sold to those who needed it. 
There would be no burning of 
wheat or ploughing under of oats 
or barley or restrictions on crops 
of potatoes, milk, pigs or vege- 
tables. 

“Do you think it will work?” 

“Tt don’t know,” he said. (He is 
an alarmingly honest young man.) 
“It is necessary to try something.”

The Rent? Sweden’ 


Gretas and Olafs reported they 
would like to have small Gretas 
and Olafs about the house or flat, 
but who would pay the rent for a 
place large enough and decent 
enough in which they could live 
without being crowded into slum 
conditions? 

Myrdal found it a reasonable 
question. So, he prepared a plan 
whereby a flat large enough or a 
cottage ample enough for Greta 
and Olaf and the little Gretas and 
Olafs could be had at a low rental. 
If there was only Olaf Jr., the 
rent was 10 per cent lower. If 
there were little Olaf and little 
Greta, the rent was 20 per cent 
lower. If there were little Greta, 
little Olaf and little Hans the rent 
would be 30 per cent less. If there 
were four of them it would be 40 
per cent less and any more chil- 
dren would reduce the rent the 
maximum amount—50 per cent. 

With this plan it was believed 
Sweden’s birth rate would in- 
crease. The dictators offer a bonus 
and have mass weddings and prof- 
fer cash prizes for future soldiers. 
Sweden wanted to produce a 
higher birth rate on a sensible, so- 
cial plan and not any such vulgar, 
crude scale as the dictators em- 
ploy. Sweden wanted citizens, not 
goose-stepping children.
